NOTES FOR SMALL LIBRARIES 


Last week one of the librarians wrote asking the editor 
to publish a list of reading for librarians, perhaps a dozen 
books which would be a pleasure and a help. 

As the editor’s chief work is finding people who know 
more about special books than she can, she immediately 
bethought herself of Mrs Elmendorf, ‘the vice-librarian 
of the Buffalo Public Library. Mrs Elmendorf needs no 
introduction to anyone in the library world, but perhaps 
you may not all realize that she has an uncanny habit of 
knowing more about a book in five minutes than most 
of us know in a week. With her usual kindness she con- 
sented to make the list of “personal not professional” 
reading. After all, a librarian can never keep any reading 
personal, it is bound to be used professionally sooner or 
later; but it may help to keep one’s profession personal, 
a “consummation devoutly to be wished.” The list will 
be published in the December number. 

The editor has been attending state meetings this last 
month, and has talked with numbers of librarians of 
small and medium sized libraries. There seems to be a 
growing demand for technical books. It is practically 
impossible to star technical books for small libraries as 
the needs are so varied. The best way is to look over 
the whole section; if you find a book on an industry or 
trade which represents an interest in your community, 
read the note to see if it is practical or merely theoretical, 
if it is for the trained engineer only, or if it is to help the 
apprentice. If it will fit your needs buy it, but technical 
books are too expensive and too soon out-of-date to make 
any rash guesses as to whether they might be called for. 

This month there are several good books of fiction for 
the small libraries. If you don’t need them all this month, 
keep a note of them, for you may want them two months 
from now when the Booklist may not have so many to 
suggest. Remember that a book that is new to your 
library is new to most of your patrons even if it is two 
or three months old. 

You will notice that there are two books on house 
furnishing starred. This may seem superfluous but many 
libraries can well use both. If you can only buy one, read 
the notes with a critical mind and see which one has the 
sort of information to suit your community. One states 
principles clearly, the other takes a certain good taste 
for granted and works from that. Which book would 
suit the majority of your people better? It depends alto- 
gether on the community and how much you know 
about it. 

Buying books is largely a matter of knowing people, 
which makes it the absorbing occupation it is. 

The editor wishes to make grateful acknowledgment 
to the librarians who have approved this feature of the 











Booklist, either by letters containing expressions of in- 
terest, or suggestions or requests for information. The 
success of this venture depends on the small libraries 
which contribute to it.
